fires.

in v estig ation will be com prehensive, 
including th e cause, 
how 
fast 
the 
fires burn, w h a t conditions favor 
or 
hinder them and just what 
dam age 
they d o to th e soil and tree g ro w th . 
In con n ection w ith th is detailed 
d uty the a g e n ts 
will 
observe 
the 
m ethods of fire protection 
practiced 
by th e railroads and oth er ow n ers of 
tim ber lands and will also in vestigate 
state fire warden s y ste m s, 
such 
as 
th at o f M innesota aud 
the 
patrol 
sy ste m 
in 
governm ent 
forest 
re­ 
serves. 
T he bureau hopes to replace w ith 
carefully gathered sta tistic s vague 
notions now existin g relative to forest 
fires. 
W hen the problem is solved 
for any particular region th e bureau 
will be ready to recom m end m eth od s 
of fire p rev en tio n and control 
for 
p rivate land ow n ers and 
to su g g est 
forest fire legislation for th e various 
states.
